TJRAG£DY, as it was anciently com- 
pos'df hath been ever hekl the graveft, mo- 
rakft, and moft profitable ^ all othdr 
poems: therefore iaid by Ariftotle to be of pow«r 
hy i-aiiiag j^ty and fear, or terror, to purge the 
miaod of thofe and foch like palTionSy that is, to 
temper and reduce them to juft meafure with a kind 
of delight, ftirr'd up by reading or feeing thofe 
pafllons weU imitated. Nor is Nature wanting ia 
-her own effsAs to make good his afTertion : for lb in 
phyfic things of melancholic hue and quality are 
iiB'd againft melancholy, four affainft four, lalt to 
i^ni o v e fak humors. Hence phiToibphers and other 
graveft writers, as Cicero, Plutarch and others, fre- 
-quently cite out of tragic poets, -both to adorn and 
illvibntte their diicourie. The Apoftle Paul him- 
-Ceif thot^ht it not unwcnthy toini'ert a vcrfe of £li- 
dptdes into the text of Holy Scripture, i Cor. XV. 
53. a»d PaTBBUs commentrag on the Revelation, 
•^ides the whole book as a tragedy, into aSts di- 
ftingaiifa d each by a chorus of heavenly hamings 
and fong between. Heretofore men in higheftdig* 
nity have labored not a httde to be thought able to 
cotnpoie a tragedy. Of that honor Dionyfius die 
elder was no Ids ambitious, than before of his at- 
taining to die tyranny. Auguihis Caefar aUb had 
began his Ajax, but unable to pleafe his own judg- 
ment widi what he had begun, left it unfiniih*d. 
Seneca the philofopher is by :ftane thought the au- 
thor of thofe tragedies (at leaft the beft of them) 
H a that 
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thit go under that name. Gre^oiy Nazianzen, a 
Father of the Churchy thought it not unbeieemmg 
the fanftity of his perfon to write a tragedy, which 
is intitled Ckrifi fuffering. This is mentioned to 
vindicate tragedy from 5ie fmall efteem, or rather 
infamy, which in the account of many it under- 
goes at this day with other common mterludes \ 
nap'ning through the poets error of intermixing co- 
mic ftuff with tragic ladnefs and gravity 5 or intro- 
ducing trivial and vulgar perfons, which by all ju- 
<liciou8 hath been counted abAird $ and brought in 
without difcretion, corruptly to gratify the people. 
And though ancient tragedy ufe no prologue, yet 
ufing fometimcs, in cafe of felf-dcfenfe, or expla- 
nation, that which Martial calls an epiftle ; in be- 
half of this tragedy coming forth after the ancient 
manner, much different from what among us paffes 
for bcft, thus much before-hand may be epiftl'd j 
that chorus is here introduced after the Greek man- 
ner, not ancient only but modern, and ftill in ufe 
among the Italians. In the mo^elin^ therefore of 
this poem, with good reafon, the Ancients and Ita- 
lians are rather followed, as of much more authority 
and fame. The meafiirc of verfe us'd in the cho- 
rus is of all forts, caird by the Greeks Monoftro- 
phic, or rather Apolelymenon, without regard had 
to Strophe, Antiitrophc or Epod^ which were a 
kind of^ ftanza's fram'd only for the mufio, then 
us'd with the choms that Amg ; not eflential to the 
poem, and therefore not material ; or being divided 
into ftanza's or paufes, they may be caird Aliaeo- 
^"opha. Divifion into a£l and fcene referring 
chiefly to the ftage (to which this work never was 
intended) is here omitted.

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It fulHces if the whole drama be found not pro- 
duced beyond the fifth a£k. Of the ilile and uni- 
formity, and that commonly called the plot, whe- 
ther intricate or explicit, wnich is nothmg indeed 
but fuch oeconomy, or difpofition of the fable as 
may ftand beft with verfimilitude and decorum ; 
they only will beft judge who are not unacquaint- 
ed with ^fchylus, Sophocles, and Euripides, the 
three tragic poets unequal'd yet by any, and the 
beft rule to sill who endevpr to write tragedy. The 
circumicription of time, wherein the whole drama 
begins and ends, is according to ancient rule, and 
baft example, within the fpace of 24 hours.

THE ARGUM E N T, 

Samfon i^iade captive, blind, and now in the prifon at 
Gaza, there to labor as in a common work- houfe, 
on a fcftival day, in the general ccffation from la- 
bor, comes forth into the open air, to a place nigh, 
fomewhat retirM, there^to fit a while and bemoan 
his condition. Where he happens at leng|th to be 
vifited by certain friends and equals of his tribe, 
which make the Chorus, who feek to comfort him 
what they can ; then by his old father Manoah, 
who endevors die like, and withal tells him his 
purpofe to procure his liberty by ranfome j laiUy, 
that this feaft was proclara'd by the Philiftines as 
a day of thankfgivmg for their deliverance from 
the hands of Samfon, which yet more troubles 
him. Manoah then departs to profecute his en- 
devor with the Philiflian lords for Samfon's re- 
demption ; who in the mean while is vifited by 
other perfons ; and laflly by a public officer to re- 
quire his coming to the (e2L&. Ixfore the lords and 
people, to play or fliow his ftrength in their pre- 
fence ; he at firft refufes, difmiiiing the public of- 
ficer with abfolute denial to come ; at length per- 
fiiaded inwardly that this was from God, he yields 
to go along with him, who came now the fecond 
time with great threatnings to fetch him: the 
Chorus yet remaining on the place, Manoah re- 
turns full of joyful hope, to procure ere long his 
fbn's deliverance : in the midre of which difcourfe 
an Hebrew comes in hafte, confufedly at firft, 
and afterward more diftinftly relating the cata- 
fbrophe, what Samfon had done to the Philiftines, 
and by accident to himfclf 5 wherewith the tra- 
gedy ends.

Mr. HAKTLId, 

I AM long fixice peHnaded, diat to %, or 4^ 
ought worth memory and imitation> no pnr- 
pole or re^ieft • ihould iboner move us, than 
limply the love of God» and of mankind. Neircr* 
riieiers to write now the reforming of education^ 
tfao* it be one of the greateft and nobleft defigns 
that can be thought on, and for the want whereof 
dixs nation periihesy I had not yet at this time 
been induced, but by your eameft intreati^s and 
lerious donjurements j as having my mind for the 
prefent half diverted in the purfuance of fiNne other 
a^Tertions, the knowledge and the uie of which 
cannot but l^e a great mtherance both to the en- 
larganentc^ truths and honeil living, with much 
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inore peace. Nor ihould the laws of any prfvatf 
friendship have preyaiPd with me to divide dms, 
or tnnfpQfe my former thoughts, but ihat I fee 
thofe aimsy thofe anions wmch have won yoa 
with me the efteera of a p«rfon lent hither by fbme 
good providence from a fai* coufitry, to be ^ oc- 
cafion and the incitement of great good to this 
iillind'. And» as X hear, you have obtain d iSoit 
ikme reptite witii men of moft- approved wifdoniy 
and fome of higheft authority among us. Not to 
mention the learned corre^ndence which you hold 
in foreign part5> and the fxtraordinary pains and 
fliligence whjch you have us'd in this ni<ttter both 
here^ smd beyond the fea^ ; either by the d^nite 
will of God fo rulings or the peculiar fway o^ 
liature, which alfo is God's working. Neither 
ican I diink that, fo reputed, and fo valui^d as you 
are, you -would, to the forfeit of your own dif- 
ceming ability, impofe upon me an unfit and 
over-ponderous argument, but that the fadsfaffioa 
which you profefs to have received firom tholb inci- 
dental difcourfes which we have wander'd into, 
liathpreftand almdft conffarain*d you into aper- 
fiiafion that what you require from me in tins 
l^oint, I neither ought, nor can in oonfcienoe de- 
fer beyond this time both of fo much need at ooce^ 
^d fo much 9pportunity to try what GckI hatk 
determined. I will not refift tnerefore, wfaatevcr 
it h, either of divine or human ob%anent, that 
you lay upon me $ but will forthwith ii^ down ia 
writing* as you reoueft me, that volontary idea 
.^hich hath long in faience prsfented it ielf to me, 
of a better education, in extent and c om prehen- 
£on far more large, and yet of time far fliMter, 
fmd of j|ttaiiunent £ur more certain^ than hadi 
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VeeiiTet iix pra6lice4 Qrief I (hall endeavpur to 
be, for ikaJt which I have to fky, aflfuredly 
this na^on kath extreme iieed ihould be ddtie 
iboner than fpoken. To tell you therefore what I 
have benefit^ herein among old renowned au- 
l^ors, I ihall ipai^ f and to March what many mo- 
dern Januas and Dida^io;, more than ever I fludl 
ready haveproje6^e4» my inclination leads me not. 
But if .you can accept of thetb few obfervatiDna 
which have flow^r'd off^ and are, as it were, the 
bumiftiiug of ntaaiy ftudipiis and contemplative^ 
years, altogether fpent in the fearcH of religiouii 
and civil knowledge, and fuch as pleasM you fo 
well in tile relating, I here give you them to dif- 

The end then of learning is to repair the r\iin« 
of our firft parents, by regaining to know God 
aright, and out of that knowledge to love him, to 
imitate him, to be like him, as we may the near- 
eft by ppfleffing our fouls of true virtue, which 
bein^ united to the heavenly grace of faith makes 
up the higheft perfeflioti. But becaufe ottr under- 
ftanding cannot in (his body found itfelf but on* 
feniihle things, nor arrive fo clearly to the know- 
ledge of G^ and things invifible, as by orderly 
conning over the vifible and inferior creature, the 
lame method is neceffarily to be fbllowM in all dil- 
creet teaching. And feeing every nation afibrds 
not experience and tradition enough for all kinds 
of learning, therefore we are chiefly taught the 
languages of thofe people who have at any time 
been moft induilrious after wifdom ; fo that lan- 
guage is but the inftrument conveying to us thing<« 
uielul to be known. And tho' a iinguili: ihould 

pride 
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pride llittiielf to have all the toAgues that Bs&e| 
cleft the World into, yet, if lie had not ftwfied the 
iblid thmgs in them as ^irtil as the worcls and lezi- 
pons, he were nothing fb much to be efteemM z 
kamdd man, as any yeoman or tradefinan compe* 
fmAy wiSt in his mother dialed Only. Hence ^ 
{ka]^ the many miftakes which have made learning 
genondly f0 uilpleafing and fo* unfucce&fiil ; &£ 
wedtramt^tofpend feven or eight years mere^ 
in draping together fb much milerable Latin and 
Greelty as might be leai|it dtherwile eaiBy and 
delighthidly in one year* And that whidi cafts 
our proficiency therein (b ttiUch behind, is our time 
ieft' partly in too oft idle yacancfes given both to 
fchools and untverfities^ partly in a prepofterom 
exaflion, forcing the empty wits pf (children to 
compofe themes, verfes and orations, which are 
the a6b8 of ripeft ludgmenly szid the iiAal work of 
a head £ird, by long refining and ob(brvtng, widi 
elegant maxims, and ooniout invention. Thefe 
are not matters to be wrung from poor ftHpHngs, 
like blood out of the nofe,^ or the plucking of un- 
timely fruits befides the jH habit which they get 
of wretched barbarizing agdinli tbf Latin and 
Greek Idiom, with their untytoi^ii Anglidfms, 
odioUs to be read, vet not to be ay9ided without a 
well-continu'd atia Judicious conyeHing among 
pure authors digefted, which dbey fcarce tafte ; 
whereas, if after fome preparatory grounds of 
fpeech by their certain forms got into memory, 
they were led to the praxis thei'eof in fome chofen 
ihort book leflTon'd throughly to them, they might 
then forthwith proceed to learn the fubftance of 
good things, and aits in due order, which would 
bring tlie whole language quickly into their power. 
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This I take to be the mofl rational and moft pro- 
fitable way of learning languages, and whereby 
we may bieft hope to give account to God of our 
youth i^ent herein. And for the uiual method 
of teaching aits, I deem it to be an old error of 
iiniverfities not yet well recovered from the fchola- 
ftick grofCnefs of barbarous ages, that inftead of 
beginning with arts moft eafy, (and thofe be fuck 
as are moft obvious to the fenfe,) they prefent their 
young unmatriculated novices at firit coming witU 
the in1ielle6live ablh^flions of logick and meta- 
phyficks : fo that th^ having but newly left thofe 
grammatick flats andf /hallows where thev fhiclc 
unreafonably, to learn a few words with lament* 
able conftru6lion, and now on the fudden tran* 
Qx>rted under another climate to be toft and tur- 
^oird with their unbailafted wits in fathomlef$ 
and unquiet deeps of controverfy, do for the moft. 
part grow into hatred and contempt of kamlng, 
mock'dand deluded all this whue with ragged 
potions and babblements, while they expe6^ed 
worthy and delightful knowledge ; till poverty or 
youthnil years call them importunately their ieve- 
ral ways, and haften them with thefway of friends,, 
either to an ambitious or mercenary, or ignorantly 
zealous divinity : ibme allurM to the trade of law, 
grroundiog their purpofcs not on the prudent and, 
l^eavealy contemplation of juftice and equity, which. 
was never taught them, but on the promifing and 
pleafmg thoughts of litigious terms, fat conten- 
tions, and flowing fees^ others betake them to 
ilate affairs, with fouls fo unprincipled in virtue^ 
and true generous breeding, that flatteiy, and 
court-fhifts, and tyrannous aphorifms appear tq 
^em the highcft points pf wifdom j inftiliing their 
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barren hearts with a confcientious flavery, if , as I 
rather think, it be not feign*d : others, laftly, of 
a more delicious and airy fpirit, retire thcmfelves, 
knowing no better, to the enjoyments of eafe and 
luxury, living oUt their days in feaft and jolKty; 
whieh irideed is the wifeft and the Ikfieft ccmrfe of 
all thefe, unlefs they were with more integrity 
undertaken. And thefe are the fruits of milpend- 
ing ovit prime youth at the fchools and univerfities 
as we do, either in learning mere words, or fiich 
things chiefly as were better unlearnt. 

I Ihall detain yott no longer in the demoisfba- 
tion of what we Should not do, but ftraight con- 
duft you to a hill-fnle, where I wiUl point ye out* 
the right path of a viituous and noble education i 
laborious indeed at the firft alcent, but eUe fo 
fhiooth, fo green, fo full of goodly profpe6l, and 
melodious founds on eveiy fide, that the harp of 
Orpheus was not more charming* I doubt not 
but ye (hall hare more ado to drive cur duUeft and 
iazieft youth, our ftocks and ftubs, from the infi- 
nite deiire of fuch a hippy nurture, than we have 
How to hale and drag our choiceft and hopefuUeft 
wits to that afmine feaft of fowthiftles and bram- 
bles which is commonly fet before them, a& all the 
food and entertainment of their tendefeit and moft 
docible age. \ call therefore a complete and gene- 
rous education that which fits a man to pe3orm 
fuftly, fkilfully and magnanrmoufly, all the offices, 
bodi private and publick, of peace and wai-. And 
how all this may be done between twelve and one 
and twenty, lefs time than is now beftow'd in pure 
trifling at grammar and fophiftry, is to be thus or- 
dered.

Firft, to find out a fpacious houfe, and ground 
about ity Ht for an Academy, and big enough to 
lodge an hundred and fifty perfons, whereof twenty 
or fliereabout may be attendants, all under the go- 
vernment of one, who fhall be thought of defert 
Xufficient, and ability either to do sJl, or wil'ely 
to direct, and overfee it done. This place fhould 
be at once both fchool and univerfity, not needing 
a remove .to any other houfe of fcholai'ihip, except 
it be fbme peculiar college of law, or phyfick, 
where they mean to be pra6litioners ; but as for 
.thofe general ftudies which take up all our time 
from Lilly to the comniencing, as they term it, 
mailer of arts, it fliould b^e abfolute. After this 
pattern, as many odifiq^s jmay be converted to this 
ufe, ^s (hall be needful in every .city throughout 
this land, which would tend much to the increafe 
of learning and civility every where. This ivum- 
ber, lefs or piore thus colleaed, to the convenience 
pf a foot company, or interchangeably two troojps 
of cavalry, fhould divjde th^ir days work into 
three parts, as it lies orderly : their ^udies, their 
.cxercijfe, and their diet^. 

For their ftudies, firft Jthey fliould begin witJh 
the chief and ineceflary rules of fome good gram- 
mar, either ^at now us'd, or any better: and 
while this is doing, their fpeech is to be faihion'd 
to a diftin^l azid xrlear prpnunciatioB^ as near as 
^ay be to the Italian, efpecially in llie vowels. 
For we Englifhmen being far northerly, do not 
open our mouths in the cold air, wide enough to 
grace a fouthcm tongue ; but are obferv'd by ali 
pth,er nations to fpeak exceeding clofe and inward:

io that to fmatter Latin with an Englifli mouth, ii 
as ill a hearing as Law-French. Next to make them 
expert in the ufefuUeft points of grammar, and 
withal to feaibn them, and win them early to the 
love of viilue and true labour, ere any flattering 
feducement, or vain principlefeize them wandiiiig, 
fome eafy and delightful book of education fhoiwi 
be read to them ^ whereof the Greeks hare ftore, 
as Cebes, Plutarch, and other Socratic difcoudb. 
But in Latin we have none of claffic authority ex- 
tant, except the two or three Hrft books of Quin- 
tilian, and fome feUft pieces elfewhere. But hers 
the main (kill and ground-work will be, to tem- 
per them fuch lectures and explanations upon 
every opportunity, as may lead and draw them in 
wilhng obediencejinflam'a with the ftudty of Iean>- 
' ing, and the admiration of virtue ; ftirrM up 
with high hopes of living to be brave men, and 
worthy patriots, dear to God, and famous to all 
jiges, that they may defpife and fcom all their 
childifh and ill-taught qualities, to delight in 
manly and liberal exercifes, which he who hath 
the ait and proper eloquence to catch them with, 
^hat with mild and cffe^lual perftzafions, and that 
with the intimation of fome fear, if need be, but 
chiefly by. his own example, might in a /hort (pace 
gain them to an incredible diligence and courage ; 
mfufing into their young breafts fuch an ingenuous 
and noble ardor, as would not fail to make many 
of them renowned and matchlefs men. At tke 
fame time, fome other hour of the day, micht be 
taught them the rules of arithmetick, and fbon 
after the elements of geometry even playing, 
as the old manner was. After evening-repafls, 
till bed- time, their thoughts will be beft taken iip 
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!ii tbe ttSy grounds of religioiiy and the ftonr of 
ioipture. The next ftep would be to the autnort 
of Agriculture^ Cato, Varro, and Columella f 
for the matter is moft eafy, and if the language be 
difficult, fo much the better, it is not a difficulty 
above their years : and here will be an occafion 
of inciting and enabling tfaem hereafter to improve 
the tillage of their country, to recover the bad 
foil, and to remedy the wafte that is made of good f 
for this was one of Hercutes*s praifes. Ere half 
thefe authors be read (which will fbon be with 
plying hard, and daily) they cannot ohoofe but be 
noafters of an ordinary prpfe. So that it will be 
then feafonable for them to learn in anv modem 
author, the ufe of the globes, and all me maps; 
£rft with the old names, and ^en with the new s 
Or they might be then capable to read any com- 
pendious method of natural philofophy. And at 
the fame time might they be entring mto the Greek 
toneue, after the fame n^anner as was before pre* 
foiD^d in the Latiu ; whereby the difficulties of sram* 
mar being loon overcome, all the hifl^orical phyiio- 
logy of i&iftotle andTheophraftus are open before 
them, and, as I may fay, under contribution. 
The like accefs will be to Vitnivius, to Seneca's 
natural queftions, to Mela, Celfus, Pliny, or So^ 
linus. And having thus paft the prinpi^les of 
Arithmetick, Geometry, Aftronomv, and Gto- 
graphv, with a general compaft of pnyfidcs, *^^ 
may defcend in Mathematicks to the mftrumental 
ieience ctf Trigonometry, and froi« thence to for- 
tification, architefture, enginr^^ or navigation. 
And in natural piiilofophy they' may proceed le^ 
furely from the hiftory of metaors, mmerals, E^f"^ 
and living creatures, as far as anatomy*^ Then 
Ggi ^ 
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alfo in courfe 9ught4>e read to them eut of ioMle 
not tedious writer the indltutioii of phyfick ; that 
they may know the ttrnptrs^ the hwnours, the 
ieafons, and how to manage a crudity r which he 
who can wifelv and timely do» is not only a grear 
phyfician to hinHelf, and to his friends, but aUb 
i^ay at fome time or other faye tfn army by this 
frugal and expenfelefs means only f and not kt 
£he healthy and ftont bodies of young men rot 
away under h&n for wsmt of this ^iciplaM ; ^Mkh 
h a great pity and no kfs a ihame to the comman- 
der. To Cet forward all thefe proceedings in na- 
^re and mathematicks, what hinders, but that 
fhey may procure aa eft as toll be nstdhl, the 
lielpful experiences of hnnters, fowlers, fiihennen^ 
Ihepherds, gardeners, apo^caries; and in the 
ether fciences, architefls, engineers, - mariners', 
anatomifts $ who doubtlefs would be ready, fbme 
lor reward, and ibme to favonr fuch a hop^iil ib- 
minary ? And this will give them fuch a real tia-i 
^re of natural knowledge, as they ihaU neref 
forget, but daily augment with delight. Then 
alfo thofe poets which are now counted moft hard, 
will be both facile and ple^ant, Orpheus, Heiiod, 
Theocritus, Aratus, Nlcander, Oppian, Diony- 
sus i and in Latih, Lucretius, Manilins, and the 
jmral part of Virgil, 

By this time, years and good generil precepts 
will have fumiih'd them more diftin^lly with that 
a6l of reaibn which in Ethics is caird Proairefis; 
tiiat they may with fome judgment contemplate 
upon moral good and evil. Then will be re- 
^uir'd a fpecial reinforcement .of conftant and 
ionnd endo^inatisg fio fet them right and firm^ 

iiu 
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inftrti£Ung them more amf^^ in the knowledge of 
Virtue and the haikred of vice: while dietr young 
aad pliant a£fe£li(Ht8 aire kd thro' all the moral works 
of PiatOy XeHophofly Cicero, Plutarch, Laertius, 
and thofeXocrian remnants; but ftill to be re- 
duced in their nighlward ftudies, wherewith they 
cloielihe day's work, under the determiliatefen- 
tence of David or Siolombn, or the evangelifts and 
apoiloiic fcrtptures^ Being pexhR in the know- 
ledee of perfonal dtity> they naay then begin the 
fiudy of oetonomics. And either now, or before 
this, they m^y kive eafily leamt at anyiOdd hour 
the Itadian tongue. And foen after, but with 
ivarine& and gobdantidote^ it wotild be wholeibme 
€nMmeh to let them ta:fte {otne choice comedies, 
Gre£, Latin, or Ittfliaait thofe tragedies aifo 
that treat of bouibtfld matters, as Trachinise, Al- 
ceftis, and the llkts The next remove muft be to 
the fludy %£ I'olitics $ to know the beginning, end, 
iind re^ods of pc^tical focieties j that they may 
not in a dangerous fit of the common-wealth tie 
&ch poor, ihaketa, uncertain reeds, of fuch a tot* 
tering confcience, as many of our great counfel« 
lors nave lately ihewn themfelves, but (ledfaft pil- 
lars of the fbite« After this they are to dive mtor 
the grounds of law, and legal juflnce i deliver^ 
£rft, and with beft warrant, by Mofes } and as far 
as humaii prudence can be trufted, in thofe extoird 
tematns of Graecian law-givers, Lycurgus, Solon, 
Zaleucus, Charond^s^ and thence to • ail the -Ro- 
man edi^ and tables, with their Juftinian ^ and 
ib down to the Saxon and common laws of Bng- 
land, and the ftatutes* Sundays alfb and every 
evening msly be now underftaaaingly iijpent in the 
higheft matters of Theology j^ and church-hiftory 
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^deat and modem : and ere this time the He* 
brew toncue at a let hour might have been ^n'd, 
that the Icriptares may be now read in their own 
original ) whereto it woald be no impoflibility to 
add ^e Chaldee, and the Syrian diated. When 
all theie emplorments are well conquer^dy tfaea 
will the choice nifbries^ heroic poems, and Attic 
traeedies of ftatelieft and molt rsgal argument 
wim all the famous political orations, offer them- 
feives ; which if they were not only read, but ibme 
of them sot by memory, and fblemaly pronounced 
with right accent and grace, as au^ht be tan^, 
would endue them eren with the feirit aiid vigor 
of Demofthenes, or Cicero, Euripides, or Sopho- 
cles. And now hftly will be the time to read 
with them thole organic arts which enable men to 
diftourfe and write perfpicuoufly, elegantly, and 
according to the fitteft %Ie m lofty, mean^ or 
lowly* iiogic therefore, fo much as is uieful, is 
to be referred to this due place, with all her well- 
couched heads and topics, until it be time tooncn 
her contraAed palm into a graceful and ornate rne- 
torick, taught out of the rales of Plato, Asiftotle, ' 
Ph^lereus, Cicero, Hermoeenes, Longinus. To 
which Poetry would be raacU; fubfequent, os indeed 
rather precedent, as being lefs fubtile and fine, but 
more iunple, fenfuous and paifionate. I mean not 
here the profody of a verfe, which diey could not 
but have hit on before among the rudiments of 
mmmar $ but that fubltme art which in Anflotle*s 
Poetics, in Horace, and the Italian conuaentaries 
of Caftlevetro, TalTo, Mazzoni, and others, 
teaches what the laws are of a true Epic poem, 
what of a Dramatic, what of a Lyric, what de- 
coruin is, w|uch is ^e grand mailer-piece to 6b- 
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fervc. This would make them foon perceive whal 
defpicable creatures our common rhymers and play- 
writers be, and fliew them, what religious, what 
glorious and magnificent ufe might oe made of 
■poetry both in divine and human things. From 
nence and not till now will be the right feafon of 
forming them to be able writers and compofer^ in 
every excellent matter, when they (hall be thus 
fraught with an univerfal infight into things. Or 
wheSier they be to fpeak in parliament or.founcil^ 
honour and attention would be waiting on their 
lips. There would then alfo appear in pulpits 
other vifages, other geflures, and fhiff otherwife 
wrought than what we now fit under, oft-times to 
as great a trial of our patience as any other that 
they preach tp us.' Thefe are the ftudics wherein 
our noble and our gentle youth ought to beftow 
their time in a difciminaiy way from twelve to on^ 
and twenty j unleisthey rely more upon their an- 
ceftors dead, than upon themfelves living. In 
which methodical couife it is fo fuppos'd they muft 
proceed by the fteddy pace of learning onwar4> mi 
at convenient times for memory's fake to retire 
back into the middle ward, and fometimes tntjo th/e 
rear of what they have been taudit, until they 
have confirmed, and folidly united the whole body 
of their perfe^led knowledge, like the laft embat- 
telling ot a Roman legion. Now will be worth 
the feeing what exercifes and recreations may htSt 
agree, and become thefe Audies. 

Their Exercise. 

The couHe of ftudy hitherto briefly defcribM, if, 
what I can jguefs by readingi likeft to thofe ai^- 

tlent 
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tient and famous fchools of Pythagoras, VUtcff 
IfocrateSy Ariftotle, and fuch others, out of which 
were bred up fuch a number of renowned philofo- 
phersy orators, hiftorians, poets and princes all 
over Greece, Italy, and Afia, beiides the flouriib- 
ing ftudies of Cyene and Alexandria. But hw- 
in it (hail exceed them, and flipply a defeat as 
great as that which Plato ^oted in the common- 
vrealth of Sparta ; whereas that city trained up 
their youth moft for war, and thefe in their 
academies and Lycaeum, all for the gown, this 
inftitution of breeding, which I here delineate, 
ihail be equally good both for peace ^d war. 
Therefore about an hour and a half ere they eat 
at noon (hould be allowed them for exercife, and 
due reft aitep^^rard; but the time for this may be 
enlarged at pleafure, according as their rifinf in 
the njiorning fhall be early. The exercife wnich 
I commend firft, is the exoR ufe of their weapon, 
to guard and to ftrike fafely with edge or point j 
this will keep them healthy, nimble, ftrong, and 
well in brcatn, is alfo the likelieft means to make 
them grow large and tal), and to inf^ire them 
with a gallant and fearlefs corn-age, wl^ch being 
tempered with feafonable le^hires and precepts to 
them of true fortitude and patience, will turn in- 
to a native and heroic valour, and make them hate 
the cowardife of doing wrong. They muft be alfo 
-pra^s'd in all the locks and gripes of wreMing, 
wherein Engliihmen were wont to excel, as ne^ 
may often be in fight to tuge or grapple, and to 
dole. And this perhaps will be enougn, wiherein 
to prove and heat their iinsle ffaren^th. The inte- 
rim of unfweating riiemfewes regularly, and con- 
venient reft beford meat, m$y -both wiui profit and 

dc* 
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idelight be taken up in recreating and composing 
tKeir travailed fpirits with the folemn and divine 
harmonies of mufick heard or learnt; either while 
the ikilful organift plies his grave and fancied def^* 
cant, in lofty ftieues, or the whole fymphony 
t^Sth ailfy and unimaginable touches adorn and 
grace the well-ftudied diords of fome choice com- 
f ofer ; fomedmes the lute, or foft organ-Hop wait- 
ing on elegant voices either to religious, material, 
or civil ditties $ which, if wife men and prophets 
be not extremely out, have a great power over dif< 
pofitions and manneiis, to fmooth and make them 
gentle from ruftick harfhnefs and diftemper'd i>ar- 
Sons. The like alfo would not be unexpedient 
after meat to afllft and cheriih nature in her firft 
conco^lion, and fend their minds back to ihidy in 
good turte and fatisfaftion. Where having fol- 
lowed it clofe under vigilant eyes till about two 
hours before fupper, they are by fudden alarm or 
vratch-word, to be caird out to their military mo- 
tions, under Iky or covert, according to the feafon, 
as was the Roman wont 3 firft on foot, then as 
their age permits on horfeback, to all the art of 
cavalry ; that having in fport but with much ex- 
aflnels, and daily mufler, ferv'd out the nidi- 
ments of their foldierihip in all the (kill of embat- 
telling, marching, encamping, fortifying, beiieg- 
ing and battering, with all the helps of antient 
and modern ftratagems, Ta&icks, and warlike 
maxims, they may as it ware out of a long war 
come forth renowned and perfe^ commanders in 
the fervice of their country. They would not 
then, if they were trufted with fair and hopeful 
armies, fuffer them for want of juft and wife dif- 
cipline to ihed away from about them like (ick 

feathers, 
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feathers, tho* they be never fo oft fiipply'd : tliey 
would not (ufFer their empty and unrecniitible co- 
lonels of 20 men in a company, to quaff out, or 
convey into fecret hoards, tiie wages of a delufive 
lift and a miferable remnant : yet in the mean 
while to be over-mafter'd with a fcore or two of 
drunkards, the only foldiery left about them, or 
elfe to comply with all rapines and violences. No 
certainly, if they knew ought of that knowledge 
that belongs to good men or good governors, they 
would not fuffcr thefe things. But to return to 
our own inftitute, beiides thefe conftant exercifes 
at home, there is another opportunity of gaining 
experience to be won from pleafure it^ abroad! 
In thofe vernal feafons of the year, when, the air is 
calm and pleafant, it were an injury and ^lUennefs 
ag^nft nature not to go out, and fee her- riches, 
and partake in her rejoicing with heaven and 
earth. I (hould not therefore be a pcrlliader to 
them of ftudying much then, after two or three 
years that they have well laid their grounds, but 
to ride out in companies with prudent and ftaid 
guides, to all the quarters of the land; learning 
and obferving all places of ftreiigth, all cbnuno- 
dities of building and of foil, for towns and til- 
lage, harbours and ports for trade: fomedmes 
taking fea as far as to our navy, to learn there al- 
fo what they can in the practical knowledge of 
failing and of fea-fight, Thefe ways would try all 
their peculiar eifts of nature; and if there were 
any (ecret excellence among them, would fetch it 
out, and give it fair opportunities to advance it» 
felf by, which couM not but mightily redound to 
the good of this nation, and bring into fafliiou 
iigain tliofe old ^dmired virtues and ^^cccllencies, 
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v^fa VBiote Advantage now in diis ptuiti^ of diri-' 
man kaowle^. NorihaB-wcdienneedtbeMon* 
iaan of Pam to take our hopeful youth iato their 
Aigl^ and prodigal caftodies, and fend ^em over 
kack again trapsfbnn'd into mimicks, apes, and 
kicklhaws. But if ftcy defire to fee other coun- 
tries at three or four and twenty years of age, 
not to learn principles^ hut to enlarge experience 
and make wife obfervation, they will oy that 
time be fuch as ihall deferve the regard and ho« 
noor of all men where diey pa(s> and the focietjr 
and friendihip of thofe in all places who are beft 
and moft eminent : and perhaps then other na* 
tions will be glad to vifit us for their breeding, or 
clfe to imitate ns in their own country. 

'Now laftly for &eir diet there canndt be much 
to fav, fave only that it would be beft in the fame 
boule $ for much time elfe would be loft abroad, 
and many ill habits got -, and that it fhould be 
plain, healthful, and moderate, I fuppofe is out 
of contit)verfy._ Thus, Mr. Hartlib, you have 
a general view in writing, as your defire was, of 
diat which at feveral times I luid difcours'd with 
you concerning the l)eft and nobleft way of edu- 
cation j not beginning as fome have done from 
tiie cradle, whidb ^ might be wotth many con- 
^derations, if brevity bad not been my fcope s 
many other circumflances alio I could have men- ' 
tion*d, but this, to fuch as have die wordi in 
them to make trial, for light and dire^ion may 
be enough. Only I believe, that this is not a 
bow for every man to ihoot in that counts himfelf 
a teacher; but will require fmews almoft equal to 
H h thole 
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fhofe which Homer gave Ulyfles $ yet I am vidial 
' peiiuaded that it may prove much more qafj in 
the eflay» than it now feems at a difbmce» and 
much more illuilrious ; howbeitnot moredifiailt 
than I imagine, and that imagination prefeirts me 
with nodiing but very h^pv and very poffibie 
according to beft wi/hes } ix God have £o decreed, 
and this age have %irit and capacity enough to 
apprehend. 
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
